When the Turks precipitately abandoned the town of Elassona, It is'said, they left be- 


hind them their staff maps and a million cartridges. They also dropped during their re- 


treat much of their clothing and most of their' engineering implements. 


The total losses of the Greeks during the first day's engagement are given as one cap- 


tain, two sub lieutenants and 19 men-killed and 75 wounded.

Therefore, in most cases the meetings 
\vere held in country schoolhouses. The 
railroad officials instructed their agents 
to engage these schoolhouses, to ad- 
vertise the meetings and to do every- 
thing possible toward making the en- 
terprise successful. 


The college of agricultur- 
furnished 


the instructors, who spent a day at 
each place., visiting forms in the neigh- 
borhood and meeting the men to whom 
they were to talk from the platform. 
This gave thn farmers a personal in- 
terest in the meetings, and the instruc- 
tors could make their remarks apply to 
local conditions. 
The program usually 


consisted of talks on soil fertility, corn 
culture, etc., with a lecture of an en- 
tertaining nature. Questions and free 
discussions were Invited. 


The plan was considered 
successful, 


and It will be continued in operation. 
Though in some places the attendance 
was not large, those who came, showed 
much interest, and it is believed, they 
and through them their communities, 
were benefited. 
In every case where 


the attendance was small 
a 
lack of 


leadership was evident. In all move- 
ments of this kind, if the full meas- 
ure of benefit is to bo obtained, there 
must be wide awake, men in the com- 
munity to stir up interest. 


According to William 
W. Finley,

improvement of the harbors and of in- 
land waterways, so far as can be made 
economically efne'ient, should not be 
neglected, the principal tniElle needs of 
the section will be the Increase and 
improvement of the facilities of existing 
railway systems so as to enable them 
to keep abreast of the demands of an 
increasing volume of traffic and the 
improvement of the country highways 
radiating from shipping stations. Tho 
work of highway improvement is pro- 
grossing in every southeastern state. 
This is bringing larger nre;ts of land 
under more profituM*.* cultivation and 
is not the least important ^i t!ie agen- 
cies that will mr.ke. the south;'astern

of the country made the physical train- 
ing a part of the curriculum of
